brought him much popularity. 


Tim taxpayers hoped that such a policy 


would he i>(u'imiTiently adopted, but when 
the jtre.senl city council was ducted with its 
strong republican majority and its loud 
promises of reform, tlie taxpayers were 
mure confident than ever that extravagant 
methods 
were tu 
lit; 
abandoned for 


a wise and judicial financial policy. 


But as soon as thu cii.y council re- 


ceived a notification tlmt more school ac- 
commodation was needed, the reformers 
ut uuce concluded that the legislature 
must be: appealed to for permission to ex- 
ceed the legal debt limit by $200,000. 


And all this in 
the 
face 
of 
the 


fact 
thut 
this year the city council 


has at its disposal hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in addition to the regular ap- 
propriations and above and beyond what 
was provided for conducting the city's 
business in former years. 


To be specific the city council has the 


money derived from the sale of old city 
hail which would be sufficient to erect a 
grammar school. In addition to this it 
has UE command about a quarter o£ a. mil- 


lion dollars surplus from the sinking 
funds, now to be turned over to the treas- 
ury. 


Above and beyond this it has the liart- 


letr school property to dispose of i£ a. new 
building is to be erected instead. 


These sums would net in the neighbor- 


hood ot about SH50,000. Yet the 
reform 


government is in tho legislature with a 
petition for permission-to exceed the debt 
limit to the amount of 5200,000. 


If this were the first appeal to the legis- 


lature and if there was any excuse for it, 
the expedient might perhaps he overlooked. 


But it is not many years ago since the 


cii.y council obtained permission to exceed 
the debt limit to the amount of 8000,000. 


If 8200,000 were added the amount 


would be $800,000. 


That would be a burden which would 


practically bankrupt the city. 


Suppose :i big fire or some other calam- 


ity befell the city in the near future anil it 
was necessary to exceed the debt limit by 
lalf a million dollars. Then the burden 
would be increased to Sl;300,000 beyojid 
the debt limit and all this while the city 
is carrying a net debc of over three mil- 
lion dollars. 


The debt limit was fixed for a wiso pur- 


pose and it is unwise to go beyond it ex- 
cept for the most imperative reasons. 


In the present instance there is no rea- 


son at al!, and the city council should be 
-reated as a lot o£ conspirators and swind- 
ers whose aim is to spend as much as 
jossible because the power of so doing is 
ioon to be taken from them by an act of 
lie legislature. 


The Sux, therefore, enters its emphatic 


protest against the proposition to further 
xceed the debt limit when public, neces- 


sity does not require such a step and when 
the money so obtained would be squand- 
ered lor partisan purposes and distri- 
buted largely among A. P. A. heelers.

GILBSRT OX THE GALLOWS. 


The history of the crime and the detec- 


tion of the murderer are as follows: At 
about 1 o'clock on April 10 last Angus B. 
Gilbert called at Sir. Sterling's shop on 
Dorchestor averme. Gilbert was on inti- 
mate terms with Mr. Sterling, a.nd it was 
hi* custom to visit the barber shop when- 
ever in that vicinity. He had just come 
from the city proper and was feeling in 
the "pink of condition," or so lie expressed 
himself -when accosted by Mr. Sterling. 
Little Alice was playing before the barber 
shop when Gilbert appeared. 
Gilbert pro- 


fessed to be very fond of the child. lo was 
his habit to take her in his arms and kiss 
her. He caressed her as usual on this oc- 
casion, stroking her silken curls before 
passing into the shop. 


No symptoms of intoxication were man- 


ifested by Gilbert. He s.it down in the 
barber shop and related in a humorous 
vein the good time he had had in Boston 
that morning. It does'nob appear that 
murder was 'in. his mind then. Gilbert 
was not in the shop long before little 
Alice entered. She sat upon his knee and 
she seemed pleased with, his show of af- 
fection. 


After she left the shop to play upon the 


sidewalk Gilbert proceeded to the Eui- 
inons premises and do his chores .about tiie 
place. Half an hour, later Mr. Sterling 
missed his daughter. He no longer heard 
her childish prattle and thought she had 
called upon one of the neighbors, who all 
loved the little girl, and she frequently 
visited tbem. When an hour passed and 
Alice did cot return he became alarmed 
and called ac every- house which, she fre- 
quented. His search was unavailing, and 
no tidings could be gained. 


That night a general alarm was sent 


out by the police, and an investigation was 
called for at once. Mystery enshrouded 
the fate of the child the day following 
her disappearance, the authorities being 
unable to gain the faintest clew of her 
whereabouts. Rumors of all sorts circu- 
lated the district.' Some persons' believed 
the child had been kidnapped. 


It was not,, however, until it was re- 


ported' that the missing child had been 
seen in the company of a man, going in 
the direction of the marshes, that the 
theory of murder found credence. 
The 


whole community were aroused. 


UniVerml Sympathy With JPurents. 


Neighbors and strangers sympathized 


with the parents of the little one, but no 
person scemed'to manifest greater or more 
genuine grief- than Gilberc. 
He joined 


tho searchers and offered all kinds of sug- 
gestions, being 8-pparently most anxious 
to discover a clew that would lead to the 
identity of the man last seen with Alice.

work and the most careful observer failed 
to detecc anything in his mauuer. beyond 
sincerity of purpose.. Yet his hands wera 
stained with.tig-lift-blood oC'Alice Ster- 
ling.

Gilbert during thjs brief period was tho 
act of a f dull toned, criminal. Sir. Sterling 
allowed himself to be controlled by Gil- 
bert, and both passed into tho burn 
through the main lloor, on tho floor laud- 
ing. 


Up the narrow stairs and into Gilbert's 


room they made their «Cy. Gilberc riL-e\r 
up a, chair for Mr. .Starling and then drew 
fruin a case two bottles of lager beer. Had

secund sighs he would have seen some- 
thing that would have made him as rigid 
as a statue. Below him the cold, damn 
earth covered the mutilated body of his 
darling Alice. Duly a few thin boards 
hid the evidence of Gilbert's crime from 
the father of the victim. Ha

that. 


Gilbert watched Mr. Sterlingwith hawk-

"When he arose to 
esamlne a book , on the old-fashioned 
dresser, Gilbert sprung to his feet and 
brought it to him. i Had Mr. Sterling ex- 
amined the drawers in that, old-fashioned 
piece of furniture he would have found 
clothing saturated with the blood of his 
little girl. 


Mr. Sterling and Gilbert left the prem- 


ises together, the latter goingto the Saviu 
Hill station. The murderer worked at his 
post that night, unconscious that the 'au-

Dohei-ty's claim for n 
Jiew trial was busod ou thu denunciatory 
exclain;itiims of Jli-s. Sterling ou the wit- 
ness stand, and insanity ou tho pare ot 
Gilbert ac tho time oC the commission'of 
Lho crime. 


Tho supreme conrl;, nfter n careful sur- 


vey of the questions raised by 111'. .Oo- 
herty, sustained the verdict of the jury 
and the seal of doom was stamped deeper 
upon the murderer. The commonwealth 
during thu trial attacked tho insanity pleu 
su thoroughly that Gilberi/s clearness of 
mind was established beyond a doubt tha 
third day of the trisl, and the defonso 
found itsolf'practioally without a footing. 


Insanity alouo was the plea upon which 


tho defeuae depended for a verciicc of mur- 
der in tho second degree. Mr. Doherty in- 
troduced evidence to show thut this 
dreaded malady existed among Gilbert's 
ancestors, but this testimony, ic would 
seem, made no impression on tho jury. ' 


The day tollowiiiK his arrest, Gilbert 


told the authorities that he found the body 
at the toot of the cellar stairs, and, fear- 
iug arrcit in connection with the mur- 
der, he dug a grave and buried ic. 
This 


was not tho act of au lunoceut man. The 
commonwealth argued that, if innocent of 
the crims, Gilharc would have immedi- 
ately uotifled the authorities of his discov- 
ery. 


. Never wns such composure displayed by 
a criminal- us time exhibited by Gilberc 
throughout tho ordeal of his. trial. His 
utter disregard lor his. fate, as showu'by 
his deportment, seemed to strenjtthen tho 
claim that he was not in possession ol 
sound rea.son. He-was the same-calm, 
.,CQol.GiLber.c.fconi tlie bogiuniuK.of4iis.trial 
until thi officers led him from the court- 
room that Friday afteruoou, when sen- 
te'uced, with the hangman's seal upon 
him. 
Even when the sentence of death 


was pronounced, he uever faltered or lost 
color.

AN Quickly as Possible. 


Very little accurate news has been re- 


ceived conccrniug the movements and do- 
ings of the insurgents. The Spaniards, 
however, claim that the forces of Gomez 
and Maceo are short of ammuuitiou, and 
they continue pointing to the fact that 
although the enemy linve been in the field 
for about u year past, not a town of any 
importance has fallen into their hands 
Bud they have not obtained possession of 
the smallest kind of a seaport. 


On this ground the Spanish authori- 


ties assert that thet insurrection will bo 
soon suppressed, un'd that it has never 
amounted to anything more thau whole- 
sale raiding upou the pare o£ tlie undis- 
ciplined guerrillas, -who have neither or- 
panizatiou uor courage enough to face the 
Spanish troops in u regular engagement. 


When these points are pnt to a friend of 


tlie insurgents he is sure to reply that if 
this is the case how is it- that the Spanish 
commanders, with a force estimated to 
amount, including voluuteers and guer- 
rillas, to about 150,000 men, have been un- 
able to suppress the so-called "rebel band," 
and that they are successfully operating 
within a few miles of Habaua in spite ot 
the advent of General Weyler and in spite 
of the great preparations lie has made to 
suppress the insurrection. 


These are the arguments for and against 


the insurgents, and tile general public can 
form its own opinion of the actual state of 
affairs existing in the island of Cuba.

The parting was very affecting thoug 


throughout the condemned man was the 
calmest one of the party.

F. A. Varfleld of Brockton, assisted by 
Kev. B. C. Clark, the prison missionary 
By order of the sheriff the religious exe'r 
cises were prolouged until the hour hai 
coine for the march to the gallows.

policy of drawing upon the future for 
money to meet current expenses. 


Year after year loans were piled up until 


the interest account became alarming. 


Jtayor Courtney, in one of his letters of 


acceptance before being elected, enun- 
ciated a "Pay as you go policy," which 
brought him much popularity. 


The taxpayers hoped that such a policy 
oiild-lju permanently adopted, but when 


tho'present city council was elected with its 
strong republican, majority and its loud 
promises of reform, the taxpayers were 
morfe confident than ever that extravagant 
methods 
were to 
be 
abandoned for 


a wise and judicial nnancial policy. 


But' as soon as i.he city council re- 


ceived a notification that more school ac- 
commodation was needed, the reformers 
at once concluded that the legislature 
must be appealed to for -permission to ex- 
ceed the legal debt limit by 8200,000. 


And all this in 
the_ face 
of 
the 


fact 
that 
this year the city council 


has at its disposal hundreds o£ thousands 
of dollars ic addition to the regular ap- 
propriations and above and beyond what 
was provided for conducting the city's 
business in former years. 


To be specific; the city, council has the 


money derived from the sale of old city 
hall which would be sufficient to erect a 
grammar school. 
In addition to this it 


has at command about a quarter of a. mil- 


lion dollars surplus from the. sinking 
funds, now to be turned over to tho treas- 
ury. 


Above and beyond this it has the Bar; 


iett.school property to dispose of if a ne'i 
building is to be erected instead. 


These sums would net in the neighbor 


hood of about $350,000. Yet the refon 
government is in the legislature with 
petition for permission^:*) exceed the deb 
limit to the amount of 3200,000. 


If this were the flrst appeal to the legin 


latnre and if there was uny excuse for it 
the expedient might perhaps be overlooked 


But it is not many years ago since th 


city council obtained permission to excee 
the debt limit to the amount of $600,000 


If 8200,000 were added the aruoun 


would be 8800,000. 


'That would be a burden which wouli 


practically bankrupt the city. 


Suppose a big lire or some other calam 


ity befell the city in the near future and i 
was necessary to exceed the debt limit b, 
half a million dollars. Then the burdei 
would be increased to $1,300,000 beyom 
the debt limit and all this while the cit; 
is carrying a net debt of over three mil 
lion dollars. 


The debt limit was fixed for a wise pur 


pose and it is nnwise to go beyond it es 
cept for the most imperative reasons. 


In the present instance, there is no rea 


son at all, and the city council should b 
treated as a lot of conspirators and swind 
lers whose aim -is to spend as much a: 
possible because the power of so doing i 
soon to be taken from them by an act o 
the legislature.

'In this, same 
shop a mattress was laid on the barrels 
of flour-and'nsed as n bed 'by ono of the 
employees! At another oh Hudson street 
the sewer'- pipes 'leaked' into the hake- 
room, and'I really saw the contents flow- 
ing'into the'ferrnent tub, which contains 
the yeast used ia thQ.'producuon of the 
bread. Another one da Columbus avenue 
was full of all kinds of dirt and rubbish, 
and. the side.walls and ceilings.appeared 
never to have-been cleaned or lime 
.washed;

"The pnhlio can have no'idea of .the 


filth and- dirt that are -to be found in these 
bakeshops. -Many of -the employees are 
diseased, ''while dog=, rats and dirty 
•children make the'ddugli vats their play- 
ground. The now bill, if ,it be.comes a

partment a method to force the operators 
of .those dens to conduct their places on 
a bettor .basis, and convictions will bo 
rendered possible. At pr.esent the bake- 
shops are the greatest source of danger 
to the public health -that'we.have."

Gilbert culled at Mr. Sterling1*' shop oil 
Dorchester avenn^.

Many cases might l>e cited of "laws 


•which have been passed in opposition to 
tho veto.' Tho Bland-Allison InW.'which" 
encountered tho veto of President Hayes, 
trat which ueverthelesii existed--as the 
law of the land for a 'period of 12 years, 
until repealed by congress, is a familiar 
case in point. But what deprived tho peo- 
ple of thoir income taslaw? Was it tha 
executive's veto?. ISotat'ali. Tho'execn- 
tivo was apparently in favor of the law, 
and the people, by an"' overwhelming 
majority, hailed the law as a highly 
important measure of relief from their 
excessive burdens. Bnt notwithstanding 
all this, we have jbo income tax law. 
Acd what is of moro'importance we nra 
served with notice that the poopla's rep- 
resentatives are. absolutely 
debarred 


from enacting such a law. With tho law 
enacted, with tho machinery for its en- 
forcement provided, with a" portion of 
tbe tax oven collected, five members of 
the supreme cohrfc concur in the opinion 
—presumably after ' holding spiritual 
communion, with the ghost of George 
Washington—that 
our

builders never intended to invest a nine- 
teenth century legislature with authority 
to enact such n law, anfl the law simply 
falls dead.'

To abolish the veto power .requires a 


constitutional amendment. It is some- 
thing more • than an overnight task~to 


requesting tho Massachusetts legislature 
to draft a bill which will secure tho 
objeutwhile complying with.tho.powera 
vested by the constitution in congress. 


That is a poser for Massachusetts, for 


this is one of the things reserved to the 
states. But congress is tha only body 
which can legislate npon this point with 
nmch effect. 
Those states which pass 


laws restricting the hours of labar put 
their manufacturers at a distinct disad- 
vantage with states which have no lim- 
itations. Massachusetts is now suffering 
in just this way because the sonthorrj 
cotton mills are able to keep their em- 
ployees at work for long hours. It is 
possible that tho time will come when 
a constitutional change-will be demand- 
ed for tho purpose of obviating thia dif- 
ficulty.—Buffalo Express.
